WASHINGTON, October 1st. —It is not 


probable that any action will be taken 
by the Senate toward the enactment of 
a law to allow Chinese who had em- 
barked on their return to the United 
States, duly provided with certificates 
before the passage of the bill signed to- 
day, to land upon their arrival in this 
country. The President in his message 
to-day, suggested thai some such a law 
as this ba enacted by bill or resolution, 
and he also asked that $276,619 75 be 
appropriated to indemnify the Chinese 
for outrages committed upon them in 
frontier campa npd settlements. 
An 


item to pay this money was entered in 
the treaty rejected by China, and by ap- 
propriation therefor has since been in- 
serted in the general deficiency bill, of 
which fact the President should have 
been aware. 


There is a diversity of opinion as to 


the rights of Chinese now in transit to 
this country and [provided with bona 
fide certificates, to land on their arrival. 
Tho question at issue seems to be 
whether Chinese now en route to the 
United States enjoy any acquired rights 
under the former law that cannot be 
taken from them by the law enacted to- 
day. 
In any event lawyers here say that 


the question %vi!l probably bo settled by 
the United States in San Francisco, nnd 
that it will require that Chinese now in 
transit oanuot be permitted to land upon 
their arrival, and that they must be re- 
turned to the port of embaikatioa. 
The law is mandatory, they affirm, and 
cannot be evaded. 


AN EXTRAOBDINABjr PROPOSITION. 


Senators Dolph and Stewart say that 


they regard it as a very extraordinary 
proposition for the President to approve 
a bill cutting off summarily and com- 
pletely the entrance of Chinese, and then 
tiok 
Congress 
to 
disprove of and 


amend it. 


Representative Morrow did not think 


tbe House would take any action on the 
Buggestion of the President and enact a 
law allowing those Chinese who had 
'left home prior to to-day to enter the 
United States. 
"You see," he said, 


"we have had this thing for thirty years 
now, 
and are about tired of it. 
For 


thirty years the Representatives of tbe 
Pacific Slope have been trying to close 
the Golden Gate against the Chinamen. 
It has b«en done at last and we have no 
wish to open thu gate — notoven a crack. 
I do not think the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mitteo of the House will take any action, 
although I cannot speak authoritatively. 
Should an attempt be made, there is 
little probability that it would be success- 
fa I, aa there is not a quorum of the com- 
mittee in the city at the present time. 
I am inclined to think that the fight that

THE AGENTS OP CHINAMEN 


Who left China before this law went in- 
to effect will be unsuooestiful. 
They 


will claim that they left their homes in 
good faith, and that when they went on 
board an American vessel they were un- 
der the protection ot onr flag. That 
would not hold good iu my opinion. 
It would seem that this law would so ef- 
fect those who have been allowed to land 
temporarily and are out on writs of ha- 
beas corpus. When their cases are call- 
ed up in Oourt and their certificates are 
presented, it would seem to me that the

Tbia would send thoio al- 


ready here back. 


NO INDEMNITY *OB CHINAMEN. 


"Tbere is one thing in the message 


that I am going to fight, and tl)nt is the 
indemnity clause. If I am not mistaken, 
the general deficiency bill has been held 
back for this law. They will now try 
to pass this bill. It will never become 
a law with the Chinese) indemnity clause. 
There is not a quorum in town 
and 


there will not be.

the Chinese clause, or I will luuko the 
point of no quorum and defea1 thrf prop- 
osition."

John C, ,New and the striking printers 
amicably settled their difficulty to-day, 
and the Journal becomes a Union office. 
Col. New had said that he would ran 
the paper as he pleased regardless of 
any consequence.

barrassment followed. 
The printers' 


union, meanwhile, was publishing a 
paper called the Appeal, copies of 
which were mailed as first-class matter 
to Republicans throughout the country.

This action was not 
taken until the probable price of the 
Journal had been ascertained. There 
was not muoh trouble in that regard. 
The Journal is an excellent piece of 
property, and pays well at a capitaliza- 
tion of $125,000, but that cut no figure. 
The committee was prepared to meet the 
Colonel on any terms. Gen. Russell A. 
Alger, it is understood, said that the 
embarrassment of Gen. Harrison—whose 
wympalhies have been enlisted in be- 
half of the ptinteis who were denied ar- 
bitration—should not be tolerated, how- 
over muoh the price.

between the Journal and its men cul- 
minated ubout oue year ago, when print- 
ers were imported from St. Louis and Mil- 
waukee to take the places of union men. 
The question of wages cut no figure. 
The Journal has over siaca the lockout 
paid the highest prices in the city. Tho 
morning after the change Col. New an- 
nounced that the only question was 
whether the proprietor of the Journal 
should manage ils affairs or whether 
the property should be turned over to 
others without consideration or respon- 
sibility as to its maintenance.

Household— Tlie Family Altar. 


Rev. M. L. Huincs, pastor of the 


First Presbyterian Charch of Indian- 
apolis, where General and Mrs. Benja- 
min Harrison have been members ever 
since they went to Indianapolis, just 
aflor they were married, says that even 
during political campaigns, 
General 


Hurrison almost invariably managed to 
so arrange his engagements as to be in 
his pew on Sundays. 
Often he spoke 


from six to ten times a week, and on 
Sundays met his Bible-class, composed 
of half a hundred young men, looking 
as bright and as fresh as 11 just back 
from a vacation in the mountains. 


"Those who heur General Harrison," 


writes Mr. Hniuts, "When called upon 
to lead iu prayer in the Thursday even- 
ing service in his church, cannot but 
notice the simplicity and ohasteness of 
expression, the humility of spirit and 
the deep sense of reverence that char- 
acterize bis utterances. I venture to 
allude to this because the real disposition 
of man's heart often comes to its clearest 
betrayal in his prayers. 


"I will not presume to draw aside 


the veil that conceals the home life of 
General Harrison and his family; yet I 
feel free to .Bay, that it is a Christian 
American home, of the noblest type, 
where the affection that binds its mem- 
bers is purified and strengthened by 
faith in God, and where from the family 
altar that was erected uiore than a third 
of a century ago, there goes up each day 
the utterance of thanksgiving and con- 
fession and prayer to the Heavenly 
Father."

Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 


Maynard is of the opinion that no 
Chinese in transit will be allowed to 
land, under the law. He is also of the 
opinion of that Judge Hoffman having 
refused to issue any writs to Ghinese 
who arrived ou Saturday be fore the Act 
was signed, that writs will not be issued 
to those who came later. He says tho 
law is so explicit in its terms that tho 
Executive Department of the Govern- 
ment could not interfere in behalf of 
Chinese iu transit, if they were disposed 
to do so.

QBE IN WASTE DOMPS.—The Virginia 


Chronicle shys: 


In a majority of the waste dumps at 


the leading mines on the Comstook, 
thara was mots or less ore extracted in 
explorations when the mines -were first 
being opened. At that time all ore 
that assayed less than $50 per ton was 
thrown oa the waste dump. In a ma- 
jority of cases this ore is buried so deep 
by- waste, accumulated in subsequent 
explorations, that it would cost more 
to get it out than the bullion realized 
f.om it would cover. The most impor- 
tant deposit of ore mixed witb waste on 
the lode, is said to be located in the 
Chollar original waste dump, which has 
been lying euat of the present hoisting 
works Jor more than twenty yeare. 
Numerous offers to purchase that dump, 
or pay a royalty on the ore found, have 
been submitted to the company and re- 
jected, on the ground that tbe com- 
pany intends sorting out the ore at 
some future date atid crushing it in tbe 
interest of shareholders. The 
dump 


contains many hundred thousand tons, 
but what percentage of the material ia 
oru cannot bo estimated.
